EDITORIALS 


THE GAMPAIGN BEGINS 
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The 1952 political campaign shifted from the talk to the ac- 
tion phase last week. Senator Taft, before formally announc- 
ing his candidacy, got the powerful support of Republican 
Boss Tom Coleman for the Wisconsin primary. The Wiscon- 
sin primary is the one that can make or break a presidential 
aspirant. It broke Willkie in 44 and MacArthur in "48. Now, 
with Coleman’s backing, Taft is in a beautiful position to win 
that primary. The Taft band wagon, hitherto a mock-up, has 
really taken form and begun to roll. 

It starts its journey with one (to our way of thinking) bad 
omen: Joe McCarthy, also a Coleman man, has a prominent 
seat. Yet let us take note of the favorable omens, too—favor- 
able for Taft, for the Republicans and for the prospect of a 
good healthy presidential year. 

The first candidate is a four-ply, all-American, profound- 
ly partisan, enthusiastically supported politician from the 
president-mothering state of Ohio, who for 12 years has been 
ably translating the Republican impulses of the Midwest into 
national Republican policy. He is a superior man from a supe- 
rior family who respects the intelligence of the voters, some- 
times rebuking their greed and often talking over their heads. 
A Senateful of Tafts would indeed be “the greatest delibera- 
tive body in the world.” Yet this Phi Beta Kappa is also a 
fighter, which the democratic process needs. In a presidential 
race, as in Ohio last year, he would put on the kind of two- 
fisted campaign most Republicans thirst for, and thereby do 
more than any candidate since Al Smith for the cause so many 
Democrats also claim to have at heart: “the preservation of 
the two-party system.” Unlike Smith, he might win. 

Since all this and a lot more can be said in Taft’s favor, 
would it not be a smart move to get on his band wagon right 
at the start? Not so far as Lire is concerned. The independent 
voter has two reasons to wait. First, Taft’s dubious record 


on foreign policy needs more thorough public inspection— 
inspection which the Senator is making easier by some new 
speeches and writings on the subject. But second, “Mr. Re- 
publican” is not the only man in the race. 

In fact, the Republican party has seldom been so rich in 
good backfield material. While welcoming Taft to the lineup, 
Jet us also take a look at the others. 

Eisenhower is the one candidate who would be sure to make 
deep inroads into the Democrats, including Southern Demo- 
crats. Of course a lot of the Eisenhower enchantment is lent 
by his distance from the political scene. That can’t last much 
longer. In fact Taft’s band wagon is forcing Ike’s supporters 
to puta time limit on the General’s silence. They say he must 
get back here by February and really start to campaign. And 
by “campaign” they mean just that—shed his uniform, bone 
up on the domestic issues, take a stand on them, make him- 
self a politician, and fight. A lot of Ike’s glamour will then 
disappear, but there is no other road to the White House. For 
our part, we think a first-class Republican candidate will 
emerge from the deglamourization, and we hope Ike’s answer 
is yes. 

But if Bob and Ike should be deadlocked, there are still 
plenty of others. Governor Warren has kept his friends and 
gained new ones; maybe it’s his year. Everett Dirksen is the 
second choice of the Taft men. And then there are the real 
long shots, some of whom would make very good presidents: 
Senators Lodge, Saltonstall, Duff; Governor Driscoll, Charlie 
Wilson, Jim Conant, Stassen and Paul Hoffman (who among 
other things would know how to make Point Four real). This 
does not exhaust the list. 

So the campaign has started but it’s not in the bag, and it’s 
too soon for the independent voter to take sides. But it’s not 
too soon to predict a lively and healthy race. 


DUR NEW ATOMIC POWER 


The continued expansion of the Atomic Energy Commission 
begins to put the atomic power of the U.S. ina wholly new 
light. To give some measure of the new scale of things, AEC 
will soon be the largest single consumer of electricity in the 
U.S., and the U.S. produces about half of all the electricity 
in the world. On top of this Chairman Gordon Dean tells Con- 
gress that he could usefully spend another $5 billion on ati 
another expansion program, a sum equal to all that has been 
spent on atomic energy since 1942. Already there has been a 
big military pay-off in smaller, cheaper and more plentiful 
bombs, and with it a rising demand from congressmen and 
others that the “tactical” A-bomb (Lire, Sept. 24) be used 
in Korea. 

In his recent Los Angeles speech Mr. Dean seemed to think 
it should be too. Reviewing the morals of our atomic polic 
up to now, he found nothing to be ashamed of. ‘Then he said: 
“| think our recent technological advancements constitute 
a message, not of despair, but of hope—hope to the millions 

. who have feared that the only two alternatives left to 
mankind are gradual submission to persistent Communist 
encroachment on the one hand or atomic obliteration on the 
other. We now have the third possibility of being able to bring 
to bear on the aggressor himself—at the place of his aggres- 
sion... a firepower that should cancel out any numerical 
advantage he might enjoy.” Nor would this use of new atomic 
weapons be any likelier to elicit an atomic bombing of the U.S., 
for that equation is overbalanced as hitherto by our own stra- 
tegic retaliatory power. The latter, said Dean, is what has 
prevented World War III so far. Hence, he concluded, “If we 
can prevent all-out war by means of our strategic capabilit 
[i.e., the threat of big bombs on Moscow] and stop these end- 
less nibbling aggressions with our tactical capability [i.e., lit- 
tle bombs on invading troops] we will have done much to bring 
stability and a sense of security back to an uneasy world.” 


That is a wonderfully encouraging outlook and contains 
no moral flaw that we can see. The tactical A-bomb is “no 
more destructive than is necessary to meet the particular situ- 
ation.” It is no more inhuman than that widely used “con- 
ventional” weapon, napalm. Maybe the Pentagon has no im- 
mediate reason to use it, but if and when it has let’s have no 
moralistic nonsense about whether we should use this new 
weapon or not. The only moral case against it is the moral case 
against war itself. 

Having said that, we nevertheless raise a doubt of a dif- 
ferent kind. Any atomic bomb is not only a weapon but a 
symbol, a symbol of the terrible power of the West. Its only 
human victims so far have been Asians—the yellow civil- 
ians of Hiroshima and Nagasaki. Its next victims, if it were 
to be used in Korea, would be criminally aggressive soldiers, 
rather than civilians; but they too are Asians, yellow men. 
The political parallel may prove more important than the 
moral distinction. As we know from recent events in Iran 
and Egypt, racial resentment feeds on its own irrationality. 
Such considerations are important in what is basically a po- 
litical war. 

So we have a problem, not of morals, but of long-term po- 
litical expediency. Luckily it has an expedient solution. Our 
allies in Korea, who don’t like getting killed by Chinese Com- 
munists any more than we do, include not only Koreans but 
other nonwhite fighting men—Filipinos, Siamese, Ethiopi- 
ans—not to mention the semi-Asian Turks. If its use is ever 
contemplated, let us consult these allies about this weapon 
—informally, perhaps, but seriously. If they approve, our fu- 
ture detractors will at least not have such easy sailing. 

Andif they disapprove? Then perhaps their objection should 
be sustained. The trend of atomic developments is giving us 
more physical power than Paul Bunyan ever dreamed of. In 
such a pass, all God’s children can use each other’s advice.

OLD HEADS REVISITED 


A copy of Lire is a “passport” to jungle savages 


Twice before, Explorer Lewis Cotlow of New York City had worked 
his way into the foothills of the Andes in Ecuador and Peru to make 
contact with the fierce headhunting Jivaro Indians. His expeditions 
were costly, lengthy and hazardous, but his photographic report, pub- 
lished in part in Lire, July 15, 1946, was perhaps the most complete 
account ever filmed of their strange voodoo practices. Some time ago, 
to make a movie of even more remote elements of the Jivaros, Cotlow 
packed in again, first by plane, then by canoe and afoot. With him, 
as a “passport,” he carried a copy of Lire. At one point he came again 
across the tribe of Colorado Indians whose pictures he had taken ear- 
lier, Enchanted by their own looks, the Colorados helped speed him 
on his way. In the Jivaro country Cotlow found some of his friends 
of old; a few, ominously, were missing. But Cotlow’s trip was a suc- 

8, for at the end of his journey he found the fiercest Jivaro of all, 
Chief Utitiaja, whose claim of 58 enemy heads is the current regional 
record. For his labors, Utitiaja offered Cotlow a Jivaro’s greatest trib- 
ute—the head of one of his prettiest wives, and still attached (p. 62).

For 82 years the Suez Canal, which 
flows across the flat, sun-scorched 
sands of Egypt, has been the short 
sea route from Europe to the East, 
linking the Mediterranean to the 
Red Sea. All that time its waters 
have been as full of profits (p. 78), 
paradoxes and political perils as 
of merchantmen and warships in 
transit. Next month the first ma- 
jor addition to the canal will be 
opened to ship traffic—the seven- 
mile Farouk Bypass (map, left), 
which will eliminate a bottleneck for passing 
convoys. But skill greater than any demanded 
of the bypass engineers will be needed by the 
diplomats to remove the dangerous political 
bottlenecks that now threaten the peaceful fu- 
ture of the canal and the Middle East. 

Chief among the paradoxes which have made 
nal an international pepper pot since its 
in is the fact that it crosses the soil of a sov- 
ereign state but is owned by capital held almost 
entirely in other countries. It was built by a 
French company under Ferdinand deLesseps 
(p. 85) despite the opposition of Great Britain, 
who feared for her eastern trade.

British the job of putting down 
the revolt and from that time the 
canal has been guarded by Brit- 
ish troops. Since 1888 the canal 
has operated under an agreement 
making it an international water- 
way, open to ships of all nations in 
peace or war. But Egypt herself 
never signed the convention and 
now refuses to be bound by it. 

Despite her 1949 armistice with Israel, Egypt 
has repeatedly turned back ships of all nation- 
alities bound through the canal for Israel, the 
majority of them tankers carrying oil from the 
Persian Gulf to Haifa. Last month the U.N. Se- 
curity Council adopted a U.S.-British-French 
resolution demanding that Egypt terminate 
her restrictions, Great Britain pointed out all 
Western European nations were affected by the 
enforced “virtual inactivity” of the Haifa re- 
finery. But Egypt has refused to heed the U.N. 

This refusal is part of a larger anti-Western 
campaign whipped up, with King Farouk’s en- 
couragement, by Egypt’s extremist. govern- 
ment. Last week Premier Mustafa Nahas Pasha 
asked his parliament to wipe out Egypt's 1936 
treaty with Great Britain, force British troops 
from the canal zone and take over full control of 
the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. The British, term- 
ing Egypt’s action illegal, took the precaution 
of canceling all leaves and ordering their ca- 
nal troops to remain in camp. Whatever lay 
ahead, it was almost certain the next phase of the 
Suez Canal’s history would be its most critical.

DELESSEPS THE FAMILY MAN was 64 years old when he married for the 
second time, a few days after attending opening ceremonies of the Suez Canal. 
‘Then, having already fathered five children, he proceeded to have 12 more. 


THE CANAL’S BUILDER 


Ferdinand del was not the first Frenchman to dream of build- 
ing a canal across the Suez isthmus. In 1798 Napoleon invaded Egypt, 
ordering his engineers to retrace the long-buried canal of the Pharaohs 
that in ancient times linked the Mediterranean and Red Sea by way 
of the Nile and the Bitter Lakes. (The present canal follows this route 
only in part.) Napoleon was defeated, but his engineers left behind a 
memoir of the proposed canal. A quarter century later, while in the 
French consular service at Alexandria, DeLesseps came across the re- 
port and in his mind the Suez Canal dream was reborn. 

‘There was nothing DeLesseps could do about it then—or perhaps 
ever—except for an odd opportunity which came his way. During his 
consular assignment the viceroy of Egypt, Mehemet Ali, asked De- 
Lesseps a personal favor: Would he supervise riding and reducing les- 
sons for the viceroy’s little boy, whose persistent pudginess greatly 
annoyed the viceroy? DeLesseps agreed. Faithfully young Moham- 

ported to DeLesseps for his riding lessons and just as faithfully, 
cach lesson, he received from DeLesseps’ chef a secret bonus of 
a fevorite food—macaroni. In 1854, when DeLesseps as a private citi- 
zen returned to Egypt to broach his plan for the canal, the little boy 
who loved illicit macaroni was now the ruler, and the favor of the 
kitchen was not forgotten. Almost immediately DeLesseps was grant- 
ed a concession to build the canal. Raising the capital took four years, 
and in April 1859 DeLesseps launched the job that was to take 10 
years. For his Suez job DeLesseps was acclaimed as a hero of France. 
Tu 1879 he was persuaded to undertake a similar canal across Panama, 
hut yellow fever, labor trouble and his own stubborn refusal to modify 
his original plans turned the new venture into disaster. In 1888 De- 
Lesseps admitted defeat and the French turned on their hero, DeLes- 
seps and his son were tried for corruption and fraud, sentenced to five 
years in prison and fined 3,000 francs. Though the sentences never 
were carried out, DeLesseps died in 1894, disappointed and disgraced.

my reception after landing at Teheran. The British Minister 
met me in his car, and we drove from the airfield to our Legation. 

As we approached the city the road was lined with Persian caval- 
rymen every fifty yards, for at least three miles. A police car driving 
a hundred yards in advance gave warning of our approach. The pace 
was slow. Presently large crowds stood in the spaces between the 
Persian cavalry. Towards the centre of Teheran these crowds were 
four or five deep. The people were friendly but non-committal. They 
pressed to within a few feet of the car. There was no kind of defence 
at all against two or three determined men with pistols or a bomb. 
As we reached the turning which led to the Legation there was a 
traffic block, and we remained for three or four minutes stationary 
amid the crowded throng of gaping Persians. If it had been planned 
out beforehand to run the greatest risks, and have neither the secu- 
rity of quiet surprise arrival nor an effective escort, the problem 
could not have been solved more perfectly. However, nothing hap- 
pened. I grinned at the crowd, and on the whole they grinned at me, 
The British Legation and its gardens lay almost adjoining the 
Soviet Embassy. The American Legation was a mile or more away, 
and this meant that either the President or else Stalin and I would 
have to traverse the narrow streets of Teheran two or three times a 
day, back and forth, during the Conference. Meanwhile Molotov, 
who had been in Teheran twenty-four hours before our arrival, pro- 
duced a story that the Soviet Secret Intelligence had unearthed a 
plot to kill one or more of the “Big Three,” as we were regarded, 
I strongly supported Molotov in his appeals to the President to 
move forthwith inside the Soviet 
Embassy, which was three or four 
times as big as the others. We pre- 
vailed upon Mr. Roosevelt to take 
this good advice. I was made very 
comfortable in the British Lega- 
tion, and had only to walk a couple 
of hundred yards to reach the So- 
viet palace, which might be said 
to be for the time being the centre 
of the world. I continued to be far 
from well, and my cold and sore 
throat were so vicious that for a 
time I could hardly speak. How- 
ever, Lord Moran with sprays and 
ceaseless care enabled me to say 
what I had to say—which was a lot. 


IHERE have been many mis- 
leading accounts of the line I 
took at this Conference. It 


has become a legend in America 
that I strove to prevent the cross-

putatious problem of a Second Front was done in blunt red 
pencil.

Channel enterprise called Overlord, and that I tried vainly to lure 
the Allies into some mass invasion of the Balkans, or a large-scale 
campaign in the Eastern Mediterranean, which would effectively 
kill it. Much of this nonsense has already been exposed and refuted, 
but it may be worth while to set forth what it was I actually sought, 
and what, in a very large measure, I got. 

Overlord should be launched in May or June, or at the latest in 
the opening days of July 1944. Secondly, the great Anglo-American 
army in action in Italy must be nourished to achieve the capture of 
Rome and advance to secure the airfields north of the capital, from 
which the air attack on Southern Germany became possible. My 
third request was that the Eastern Mediterranean, with all the 
prizes that it afforded, should not be neglected. 

‘This was the triple theme which I pressed upon the President and 
Stalin on every occasion, not hesitating to repeat the arguments 
remorselessly. I could have gained Stalin, but the President was 
oppressed by the prejudices of his military advisers, and drifted to 
and fro in the argument, with the result that the whole of these sub- 
sidiary but gleaming opportunities were cast aside unused. Our 
American friends were comforted in their obstinacy by the reflec- 
tion that “at any rate we have stopped Churchill entangling us in 
the Balkans.” No such idea had ever crossed my mind. 


Sunday November 28 at 4.00 p.m. Roosevelt opened our pro- 

ceedings in a felicitous speech, saying that the Russians, the 
British, and the Americans were sitting round the table for the 
first time as members of the same 
family, with the single purpose of 
winning the war. No fixed agenda 
had been drawn up for the meeting, 
and it was open to anybody to dis- 
cuss whatever they liked and to 
leave undiscussed whatever they 
did not like. Everyone could speak 
as freely as he wished on the basis 
of friendship, and nothing would 
be published. 

This meeting, I said, probably 
represented the greatest concen- 
tration of worldly power that had 
ever been seen in the history of 
mankind. In our hands lay perhaps 
the shortening of the war, almost 
certainly victory, and, beyond any 
shadow of doubt, the happiness and 
fortunes of mankind. 

Stalin said that he appreciated 
our references to the friendship of 
the three Powers, It was indeed true 


T= first plenary meeting was held at the Soviet Embassy on 
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that a great opportunity had been given to them, 
and he hoped they would make good use of it. 

The President then began the discussion with 
a brief account of the war situation from the 
American point of view. He first dealt with the 
Pacific. Mr. Roosevelt explained the plans for 
the recapture of Northern Burma. Plans were 
also being discussed for an amphibious opera- 
tion against the Japanese lines of communication 
from Bangkok. 

The President then turned to Europe. A year 
and a half ago it had been decided to launch an 
expedition across the English Channel, but owing 
to transportation and other difficulties it was still 
impossible to decide a definite date for the opera~ 
tion. He explained that landing-craft were the 
limiting factor in all landings, and if it were de- 
cided to mount a very big expedition in the Med- 
iterranean we would have to give up the cross~ 
Channel operation altogether. If a lesser opera~ 
tion in the Mediterranean were decided upon the 
delay would amount to one, two, or perhaps 
three months. Consequently, both heand I wished 
in this military conference to hear from Marshal 
Stalin and Marshal Voroshilov what action would 
be of the greatest service to the Soviet. 


STALIN PROMISES 


WAR ON JAPAN 
Genes speaking next, welcomed the suc- 


cesses of the United States in the Pacific, 

but said that the Soviets could not join 
in the struggle against Japan at the present time, 
since practically all their forces were required 
against Germany. The moment for joining their 
friends in this theatre would be the moment of 
Germany’s collapse: then they would march to- 
gether, 

He had been asked, he said, how the Anglo- 
American forces could best help Russia. Italy 
‘was not a suitable jumping-off ground for the in- 
vasion of Germany. The Alps stood between. He 
believed that North or North-West France was 
the place for Anglo-American forces to attack. 

I now stated the British position. It had long 
been agreed, I said, with the United States that 
we should invade North or North-West France 
across the Channel. We were resolved to do it 
in 1944. The early spring and summer of 1944 
were still six months away however, and the 
President and I had been asking ourselves what 
could be done during these six months with the 
resources available in the Mediterranean that 
would best take the weight off Russia, without 
postponing Overlord for more than perhaps a 
month or two. 

There was much to be said for supporting Tito, 
who was doing much more for the Allied cause 
than the Chetniks under Mihailovic. There 
would clearly be great advantage in supporting 
him with supplies and guerrilla activities. The 
Balkan theatre was one of the areas in which we 
could stretch the enemy to the utmost and give 
ourselves relief from the heavy battles which lay 
ahead. This brought us to the biggest problem, 
namely, how to bring Turkey into the war. 

The President here reminded me of the further 
project of moving up the Northern Adriatic and 
then north-east to the Danube. I agreed and said 
that once we had taken Rome we could then hold 
the line with the minimum forces and keep the 


option to strike with the remainder either in 
the South of France or, in accordance with 
the President’s idea, north-east from the head of 
the Adriatic. 

Stalin asked me about the operation against 
the South of France. I said it had not yet been 
planned in detail, but the idea was that it might 
be done in conformity and simultaneously with 
Overlord. 

Stalin next asked how many Anglo-American 
troops would have to be allotted if Turkey came 
into the war. 

Observing that I spoke for myself alone, I said 
that two or three divisions at the most would be 
required to take the islands in the Aegean, and 
that, in addition, we should probably have to 
give Turkey about twenty squadrons of air forces 
and several regiments of flak to defend herself. 

Stalin thought it would be a mistake to send 
part of our forces to Turkey and elsewhere and 
part to Southern France. The best course would 
be to make Overlord the basic operation for 1944, 
and, once Rome had been captured, to send all 
available forces in Italy to Southern France. 

I asked whether the Soviet Government was 
not very anxious to get Turkey into the war. 

“TI am all in favour of trying again,” said Sta~ 
lin. “We ought to take them by the scruff of the 
neck if necessary.” 

I then said that I entirely agreed with Marshal 
Stalin’s observations about the undesirability of 
dispersion, but all that I suggested was that a 
handful of divisions—say two or three—would be 
very well employed in making contact with Tur- 
key, while the air forces which would come into 
play were those which were already defending 
Egypt and would merely be advancing their line. 

Stalin thought it would be well worth while to 
take the islands if this could be done with three 
or four divisions. Overlord was a very serious 
operation, and it was better to help it by invad- 
ing the South of France. He would even prefer 
to assume a defensive role in Italy and forego 
the capture of Rome for the present if this would 
admit the invasion of Southern France by, say, 
ten divisions. Two months later Overlord would 
follow, and the twoinvasions could then join hands. 

The President now suggested that the military 
experts should examine the possibility of opera- 
tions against Southern France on the timing put 
forward by Stalin, i.e., two months before Over- 
lord, the governing factor being that Overlord 
should be launched at the prescribed time. 

Stalin said that the experience gained by the 
Soviets during the last two years of fighting was 
that a big offensive, if undertaken from only one 
direction, rarely yielded results. The better 
course was to launch offensives from two or more 
directions simultaneously. 

I did not disagree in principle with these views. 
‘The suggestions that I had made for minor help 
to Yugoslavia and Turkey did not, I said, con- 
flict in any way with that general conception. 
At the same time, I wished it to be placed on rec- 
ord that I could not in any circumstances agree 
to sacrifice the activities of the armies in the Med- 
iterranean, merely in order to keep the exact 
date of May 1 for Overlord. 

I concluded the meeting by saying that, al- 
though we were all great friends, it would be idle 
for us to delude ourselves that we saw eye to 
eye on all matters. Time and patience were neces- 
sary. Here ended our first talk. 
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CHURCHILL'S MEMOIRS conrinuco 


On Sunday night the 28th the President was our 
host for dinner. After dinner, when we were stroll- 
ing about the room, I led Stalin to a sofa and sug- 
gested that we talk for a little on what was to 
happen after the war was won. He assented with 
good-humour, and we sat down. Eden joined us. 

“Let us,” said the Marshal, “first consider the 
worst that might happen.” He thought that Ger- 
many had every possibility of recovering from this 
war, and might start on a new one within a com- 
paratively short time. We must therefore estab- 
lish a strong body to prevent Germany starting 
a new war. He was convinced that she would re- 
cover. When I asked “How soon?” he replied, 
“Within fifteen to twenty years.” 

I said that the world must be made safe for at 
least fifty years. If it was only for fifteen to twenty 
years then we should have betrayed our soldiers. 

Stalin thought we should consider restraints 
on, Germany’s manufacturing capacity. I replied 
that there would have to be certain measures of 
control. I would forbid them all aviation, civil 
and military, and I would forbid the General 
Staff system.

OULD you,” asked Stalin, “also forbid 

\ X 7 the existence of watchmakers’ and furni- 

ture factories for making parts of shells? 

The Germans produced toy rifles which were used 

for teaching hundreds of thousands of men how 

to shoot.” 

“Nothing,” I said, “is final. The world rolls on. 
We have now learnt something. ...” 

“There was control after the last war,” said Sta- 

lin, “but it failed.” “We were inexperienced then,” 


I replied. “The last war was not to the same ex- 
tent a national war, and Russia was not a party 
at the Peace Conference. It will be different this 
time.” I had a feeling that Prussia should be iso- 
lated and reduced, that Bavaria, Austria, and Hun- 
gary might form a broad, peaceful unaggressive 
confederation. I was not against the toilers in 
Germany, but only against the leaders and against 
dangerous combinations. 


THE PRISONERS 
STALIN SHOT 


E said that there were many toilers in the 
German divisions who fought under orders. 


When heasked German prisoners who came 
from the labouring classes (such is the record, but 
he probably meant “Communist Party”) why 
they fought for Hitler they replied that they were 
carrying out orders. He shot such prisoners. 

I suggested that we should discuss the Polish 
question. He agreed and invited me to begin. I 
said that we had declared war on account of Po- 
land. Poland was therefore important to us. Noth- 
ing was more important than the security of the 
Russian western frontier. But I had given no 
pledges about frontiers. I wanted heart-to-heart 
talks with the Russians about this. When Mar- 
shal Stalin felt like telling us what he thought 
about it, the matter could be discussed and we 
could reach some agreement, and the Marshal 
should tell me what was necessary for the defence 
of the western frontiers of Russia. Personally I 
thought Poland might move westwards, like sol- 
diers taking two steps “left close.” If Poland trod 
on some German toes that could not be helped, 
but there must be a strong Poland. Poland was an 
instrument needed in the orchestra of Europe. 

Mr. Eden remarked that he had been much 
struck by Stalin’s statement that afternoon that 
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the Poles could go as far west as the Oder. He saw hope in that 
and was much encouraged, Stalin asked whether we thought he 
was going to swallow Poland up. Eden said he did not know how 
much the Russians were going to eat. Stalin said the Russians did 
not want anything belonging to other people, although they might 
have a bite at Germany. I then demonstrated with the help of 
three matches my idea of Poland moving westwards (see p. 86). 
This pleased Stalin, and on this note our group parted. 


of the British, Soviet and American military chiefs. As I 

knew that Stalin and Roosevelt had already had a private 
conversation, I suggested that the President and I might lunch to- 
gether before the second plenary meeting that afternoon. Roose- 
velt however declined, and sent Harriman to me to explain that 
he did not want Stalin to know that he and I were meeting pri- 
vately. I was surprised at this, for I thought we all three should 
treat each other with equal confidence. 

The President after luncheon had a further interview with Sta- 
lin and Molotov, at which many important matters were dis- 
cussed, including particularly Mr. Roosevelt’s plan for the gov- 
ernment of the post-war world. This should be carried out by 
the “Four Policemen,” namely, the U.S.S.R., the United States, 
Great Britain, and China. Stalin did not react favourably to this. 
He said the Four Policemen would not be welcomed by the small 
nations of Europe. He did not believe that China would be very 
powerful when the war ended, and even if she were, European 
States would resent having China as an enforcement authority 
for themselves. In this the Soviet leader certainly showed him- 
self more prescient and possessed of a truer sense of values than 
the President. 

When Stalin proposed as an alternative that there should be 
one committee for Europe and another for the Far East—the 
European committee to consist of Britain, Russia, the United 
States, and possibly one other European nation—the President 
replied that this was somewhat similar to my idea of regional 
committees, one for Europe, one for the Far East, and one for 
the Americas. He did not seem to make it clear that I also con- 
templated a Supreme United Nations Council, of which the three 
regional committees would be the components. As I was not in- 
formed till much later of what had taken place I was not able to 
correct this erroneous presentation. 


"BY THE KING’S COMMAND, 
THE SWORD OF HONOUR" 


EFORE our ‘second plenary session began at four o’clock 
B I presented, by the King’s Command, the Sword of Hon- 

our which His Majesty had had specially designed and 
wrought to commemorate the glorious defence of Stalingrad. 
When I handed the splendid weapon to Marshal Stalin he raised 
it in a most impressive gesture to his lips and kissed the scab- 
bard. He then handed it to Voroshilov, who dropped it. It was 
carried from the room in great solemnity, escorted by a Russian 
guard of honour. 

We then moved to the conference chamber and took our seats 
again at the round table. Stalin put the decisive question, “Who 
will command Overlord?” The President replied that this had 
not yet been decided. Stalin said bluntly that the operation would 
come to nought unless one man was placed in charge of the prep- 
aration for it. Roosevelt explained that this had already been 
done. General Morgan, a British officer, had been given a com- 
bined Anglo-American staff and had been planning the operation 
for some considerable time. Stalin declared it essential that a 
man should be appointed at once to be responsible not only for 
the planning, but also for the execution. Otherwise, although 
General Morgan might say that everything was ready, the Su- 
preme Commander, when appointed, might have very different 
ideas and wish to alter everything. 

I then set out the British case. The Conference represented 
some twelve to fourteen hundred millions of the human race, who 
depended upon our reaching right conclusions. It was therefore 


Ts: morning of the 29th was occupied by the conference 
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imperative that we should not separate until the great military, 
political, and moral problems confronting us had been firmly 
resolved; but I proposed to confine myself to a few specific points 
which might be studied by a military subcommittee. 

First, what help could be given to Overlord by the large forces 
already assembled in the Mediterranean? I said I thought that 
sufficient landing-craft to transport at least two divisions should 
be retained in the Mediterranean. With a landing-craft force of 
this size we could help forward the advance up the leg of Italy 
by seaborne outflanking movements, and thus avoid the slow, la- 
borious methods of frontal attack. Secondly, these landing-craft 
would enable us to take Rhodes and open the Aegean simulta- 
neously with the entry of Turkey into the war. This same force 
of landing-craft would enable us five or six months hence to make 
a descent upon Southern France in concert with Overlord. 

On the other hand, it was obvious that landing-craft sufficient 


THE WOOING OF POLAND 


The Czech Provisional Government signed mutual aid pact with 
Soviets shortly after Teheran, and Low reflected widespread Al- 
lied wish that Poland too could be brought into amity with Russia, 


to transport two divisions could not be kept in the Mediterra- 
nean without setting back the date of Overlord for perhaps six 
to eight weeks, or, alternatively, without recalling from the East 
the assault craft and ships which had been sent there for opera- 
tions against the Japanese. This placed us in a dilemma. 


the Dalmatian coast. No fewer than twenty-one German 

divisions were held in the Balkans by Partisan forces. 
There were, in addition, nine Bulgarian divisions in Greece and 
Yugoslavia. Thus thirty enemy divisions were being contained 
by these gallant guerrillas. We ourselves had no ambitions in 
the Balkans. All that we wanted to do was to nail down these 
thirty hostile divisions. Did our Soviet friends and Allies see any 
political difficulty in the course advocated? If so, what? 

The third and last point was Turkey. Great Britain was Tur- 
key’s ally and had accepted the task of trying to persuade or in- 
duce Turkey to enter the war before Christmas. I then asked 
what the Soviet Government felt about Bulgaria. Would they 
be prepared to tell Bulgaria that if Turkey found herself at war 
with Germany and Bulgaria were to attack Turkey the Soviets 
would at ence regard Bulgaria as an enemy? 

There was a pause. Stalin then said: “The Soviet Governmen: 
will consider themselves at war with Bulgaria if, as a result of 
Turkey’s entry into the war, Bulgaria threatens Turkey.” I 
thanked him for this assurance, and inquired whether I could 
inform the Turks. Stalin said that he was quite agreeable to this. 

He then proceeded to give his own ideas on the Balkans. He 


T= second main point was the question of Yugoslavia and 


said there seemed to be no difference of opinion, and he was all 
in favour of help being given to the Partisans. But he added 
bluntly that the entry of Turkey into the war, the support or 
Yugoslavia, and the capture of Rome were, to the Russian way 
of thinking, relatively unimportant. If the Conference had been 
convened to discuss military matters, Overlord must come first. 

There were three main matters to be decided. First, the date. 
This should be some time in May and no later. Secondly, it 
should be supported by a landing in the South of France. If this 
could be carried out two or three months before Overlord so much 
the better, but, if not, it might coincide with it, and, if it could 
not coincide, it would still help if it took place a little after it. The 
third matter to be decided was the appointment of a Commander- 
in-Chief for Overlord. Choosing the man was of course a matter 
for the British and American Governments, but the Soviet 
Government would be glad to know his name. 

The President said that we were all agreed on the importance 
of Overlord, but not about its date. 

Stalin said he was not prepared to agree to any delay in Over~ 
lord beyond the month of May. 

I said I could not agree to give any such undertaking. Never= 
theless I did not think there was any fundamental divergence in 
the views so far expressed. I was willing to do everything in the 
power of His Majesty’s Government to begin Overlord at the 
earliest possible moment, but I did not consider that the very 
great possibilities in the Mediterranean should be ruthlessly sac- 
rificed and cast aside as if they were of no value, merely to save 
a month or so in the launching of Overlord. 

I reminded Stalin of the three conditions on which the success 
of Overlord depended. First, there must be a satisfactory reduc- 
tion in the strength of the German fighter force in North-West 
Europe between now and the assault. Secondly, German reserves 
in France and the Low Countries must not be more on the day 
of the assault than about twelve full-strength first-quality mo- 
bile divisions. Thirdly, it must not be possible for the Germans 
to transfer from other fronts more than fifteen first-quality divi- 
sions during the first sixty days of the operation. 

Stalin asked what would happen if there were thirteen or four- 
teen mobile German divisions in France and more than fifteen 
available from other fronts. Would this rule out Overlord? 

I said: “No, certainly not.” 


“A VERY DIRECT QUESTION 
TO THE PRIME MINISTER” 


EFORE we separated Stalin looked at me across the table 
and said, “I wish to pose a very direct question to the 
Prime Minister about Overlord. Do the Prime Minister and 

the British Staff really believe in Overlord?” 

I replied, “Provided the conditions previously stated for Over- 
lord are established when the time comes, it will be our stern 
duty to hurl across the Channel against the Germans every sinew 
of our strength.” On this we separated. 


TTALIN was our host at dinner, There was a good deal of 
gaicty, and many toasts were proposed. Presently Elliott 
Roosevelt, who had flown out to join his father, appeared 

at the door, and somebody beckoned him to come in. He there- 
fore took his seat at the table. He even intervened in the conver- 
sation, and has since given a highly coloured and extremely mis- 
leading account of what he heard. 

Stalin indulged in a great deal of “teasing” of me, which I did 
not at all resent until the Marshal entered in a genial manner 
upon a serious and even deadly aspect of the punishment to be 
inflicted upon the Germans. The German General Staff, he said, 
must be liquidated. The whole force of Hitler’s mighty armies 
depended upon about fifty thousand officers and technicians. If 
these were rounded up and shot at the end of the war German 
military strength would be extirpated. On this I thought it right 
to say, “The British Parliament and public will never tolerate 
mass executions. Even if in war passion they allowed them to 
begin they would turn violently against those responsible after 
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the first butchery had taken place. The Soviets must be under 
no delusion on this point.” 

Stalin however, perhaps only in mischief, pursued the subject. 
“Fifty thousand,” he said, “must be shot.” I was deeply angered. 
“I would rather,” I said, “be taken out into the garden here and 
now and be shot myself than sully my own and my country’s 
honour by such infamy.” 

At this point the President intervened. He had a compromise 
to propose. Not fifty thousand should be shot, but only forty- 
nine thousand. By this he hoped, no doubt, to reduce the whole 
matter to ridicule. Eden also made signs and gestures intended 
to reassure me that it was all a joke. 

But now Elliott Roosevelt rose in his place at the end of the 
table and made a speech, saying how cordially he agreed with 
Marshal Stalin’s plan and how sure he was that the United States 
Army would support it. At.this intrusion I got up and left the 
table, walking off into the next room, which was in semi-darkness. 
I had not been there a minute before hands were clapped upon 
my shoulders from behind, and there was Stalin, with Molotov 
at his side, both grinning broadly, and eagerly declaring that 
they were only playing, and that nothing of a serious character 
had entered their heads. Stalin has a very captivating manner 
when he chooses to use it, and I never saw him do so to such an 
extent as at this moment. Although I was not then, and am not 
now, fully convinced that all was chaff and there was no serious 
intent lurking behind, I consented to return, and the rest of the 
evening passed pleasantly. 


STALIN AND CHURCHILL 
TALK ALONE 


OVEMBER 30 was for me a crowded and memorable day. 
N It was my sixty-ninth birthday, and was passed almost 
entirely in transacting some of the most important business 
with which I have ever been concerned. The fact that the Presi- 
dent was in private contact with Marshal Stalin and dwelling at 
the Soviet Embassy, and that he had avoided ever seeing me 
alone since we left Cairo, jn spite of our hitherto intimate rela- 
tions and the way in which our vital affairs were interwoven, led 
me to seek a direct personal interview with Stalin. I felt that the 
Russian leader was not deriving a true impression of the British 
attitude. The false idea was forming in his mind that, to put it 
shortly, “Churchill and the British Staffs mean to stop Overlord 
if they can, because they want to invade the Balkans instead.” 
The following is founded upon the record made by Major Birse, 
my trusted interpreter, of my private talk with Stalin. 

I began by reminding the Marshal that I was half American 
and had a great affection for the American people. What I was 
going to say was not to be understood as disparaging to the Amer- 
icans and I would be perfectly loyal towards them, but there were 
things which it was better to say outright, between two persons, 

We had a preponderance of troops over the Americans in the 
Mediterranean. That was why I was anxious that the armies in 
the Mediterranean should not be hamstrung if it could be avoid- 
ed. The Americans wanted me to undertake an amphibious oper- 
ation in the Bay of Bengal against the Japanese in March. I was 
not keen about it. If we had the landing-craft needed for the Bay 
of Bengal in the Mediterranean, we should have enough to do all 
we wanted there and still be able to keep to an early date for 
Overlord. It was not a choice between the Mediterranean and 
the date of Overlord, but between the Bay of Bengal and the 
date of Overlord. 

It was vital to get an early decision on the appointment of the 
Commander-in-Chief. At Quebec I had told the President that 
I would agree to the appointment of an American. It now rested 
with him to nominate the Commander-in-Chief for Overlord. 
The President had delayed the appointment for domestic reasons 
connected with high personages, but I had urged him to decide 
before we all left Teheran. 

Stalin said that was good. 

I then turned to the question of landing-craft and explained 
once again how and why they were the bottle-neck. 
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CHURCHILL’S MEMOIRS continueo 


The issue between myself and the Americans was in fact a very 
narrow one. It was not that I was in any way lukewarm about 
Overlord. I wanted to get what I needed for the Mediterranean 
and at the same time keep to the date for Overlord. The details 
had to be hammered out between the Staffs, and I had hoped that 
this might be done in Cairo. Unfortunately Chiang Kai-shek had 
been there and Chinese questions had taken up nearly all the 
time. But I was sure that in the end enough landing-craft would 
be found for all. 

Stalin said he must warn me that the Red Army was depending 
on the success of our invasion of Northern France. If there was 
no big change in the European war in 1944 it would be very diffi- 
cult for the Russians to carry on. 

I said that I could not disclose the date for Overlord without 
the President’s agreement, but the answer would be given at 
lunch-time, and I thought he would be satisfied. 


HITLER REACTS TO TEHERAN 


‘The note of “impending doom for Germany” which Churchill sug- 
gested be struck in the Teheran communiqué inspired Low to 
show Hitler inviting his famous “intuition” to guide him on strat- 
egy. Goebbels tells the impatient and skeptical German generals 
at the door: “Wait, boys, the Fihrer is having a swell intuition.” 


After a short interval the Marshal and I separately proceeded 
to the President’s quarters for the luncheon of “Three Only” 
(with our interpreters) to which he had invited us. Roosevelt 
then told Stalin that we were both agreed that Overlord should be 
launched during the month of May. The Marshal was evidently 
greatly pleased and relieved by this solemn and direct engage- 
ment which we both made. The conversation turned on lighter 
subjects, and the only part of which I have a record was the ques- 
tion of Russia’s outlet upon the seas and oceans. I had always 
thought it was a wrong thing, capable of breeding disastrous 
quarrels, that a mighty land-mass like the Russian Empire, with 
its population of nearly two hundred millions, should be denied 
during the winter months all effective access to the broad waters. 

When Marshal Stalin raised this question of warm-water ports 
for Russia I said there were no obstacles. He also asked about 
the Dardanelles and the revision of the Treaty of Sévres. I said 
that I wanted to get Turkey into the war, and this was an awk- 
ward moment for raising the question. Stalin replied that the 
time would come later. I said I expected Russia would sail the 
oceans with her Navy and merchant fleet and we would welcome 
her ships. At this Stalin remarked that Lord Curzon had had 
other ideas. I said that in those days we did not see eye to eye 
with Russia. 

The President said that the Baltic should be free to all nations 
for merchant shipping. There should be free zones in the ports, 
and trustees should be appointed for the Kiel Canal, while the 
Dardanelles ought to be free to the commerce of the world. Stalin 
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asked whether this would apply to Russian commerce, and we 
assured him that it would, 


TALIN then asked what could be done for Russia in the Far 
East. I replied that Russia had Vladivostok, but he pointed 
out that the port was ice-bound and also depended on the 

Straits of Tsushima. I answered that I wished to meet the Rus- 
sian grievance, because the government of the world must be 
entrusted to satisfied nations, who wished nothing more for them- 
selves than what they had. If the world-government were in the 
hands of hungry nations there would always be danger. But none

At Teheran Churchill recommended policy of supporting Tito’s 
guerrillas in Yugoslavia rather than those of Mihailovic, who was 
endorsed by King Peter’s government in exile based at Cairo, 


of us had any reason to seck for anything more. The peace would 
be kept by peoples who lived in their own way and were not am- 
bitious. Our power placed us above the rest. We were like rich 
men dwelling at peace within their habitations. 

The third plenary session began as before in the Russian Em- 
bassy at four o’clock. The President said he was very happy to 
inform the Conference that agreement had been reached on the 
main military problems. Sir Alan Brooke said that, after sitting 
in combined session, the United States and British Chiefs of Staff 
had recommended us to launch Overlord in May, “‘in conjunction 
with a supporting operation against the South of France, on 
the largest scale permitted by the landing-craft available at that 
time.” 

Stalin said that he understood the importance of the decision 
taken by the Staffs and the difficulties inherent in carrying it 
out. The danger period for Overlord would be at the time of 
deployment from the landings. In order to prevent any move- 
ment from the east of any considerable German forces he under- 
took to organize a large-scale Russian offensive in May.* * 


THE USE OF LIES 
IN WARTIME 


ASKED if there would be any difficulty in the three Staffs con- 
| certing cover plans. Stalin explained that the Russians 

had made considerable use of deception by means of dummy 
tanks, aircraft, and airfields, Radio deception had also proved 
effective. He was entirely agreeable to the Staffs collaborating 
with the object of devising joint cover and deception schemes. 
“Jn war-time,” Isaid, “truth is so precious that she should always

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be attended by a bodyguard of lies.” Stalin and his comrades 
greatly appreciated this remark when it was translated, and upon 
this note our formal conferences ended gaily. 

I then suggested that the Staffs should draft a short commu- 
niqué to cover the military talks for submission to the President, 
Marshal Stalin, and myself. The note to be sounded was brevity, 
mystery, and a foretaste of impending doom for Germany. The 
communiqué was therefore framed and agreed to by all: “. . . 
Our Military Staffs have joined in our round table discussions, 
and we have concerted our plans for the destruction of the Ger- 
man forces. We have reached complete agreement as to the scope 
and timing of the operations to be undertaken from the East, 
West, and South. . . .” 


in the Soviet Embassy. I had claimed however that I should 
be the host at the third dinner, which should be held in 
the British Legation. This was a memorable occasion’ in my 
life. On my right sat the President of the United States, on my 
left the master of Russia. Together we controlled a preponder- 
ance of the naval and three-quarters of all the air forces in 

the world, and could direct armies of more than twenty mil- 
lions of men, engaged in the most terrible of wars that had yet 
occurred in human history. I could not help rejoicing at the 
long way we had come on the road to victory since the summer 
of 1940. 

During dinner I had a most pleasant conversation with both 
my august guests. Stalin repeated the question he had posed at 
the Conference, “Who will command Overlord?” I said that the 
President had not yet finally made up his mind, but that I was 
almost certain it would be General Marshall, who sat opposite 
‘us at no great distance, and that was how it had stood hitherto. 
He was evidently very pleased at this. He then spoke about Gen- 
eral Brooke. He thought that he did not like the Russians. I re- 
assured him, remarking that military men were apt to be blunt 
and hard-cut when dealing with war problems with their profes- 
sional colleagues. Stalin said that he liked them all the better for 
that. He gazed at Brooke intently across the room. 

_ When the time came I proposed the health of our illustrious 
guests, and the President proposed my health and wished me 
many happy returns of the day. He was followed by Stalin, who 
spoke in a similar strain. 

Many informal toasts were then proposed, according to the 
Russian custom, which is certainly very well suited to banquets 
of this kind. Hopkins made a speech couched in a happy vein, 
in the course of which he said that he had made “a very long 
and thorough study of the British Constitution, which is unwrit- 
ten, and of the War Cabinet, whose authority and composition 
are not specifically defined.” As the result of this study, he said, 
“T have learnt that the provisions of the British Constitution 
and the powers of the War Cabinet are just whatever Winston 
Churchill wants them to be at any given moment.” 

This caused general laughter. The reader will know how lit- 
tle foundation there was in this jocular assertion. It was with 
some pride that I reminded my two great comrades on more than 
one occasion that I was the only one of our trinity who could 
at any moment be dismissed from power by the vote of a House 
of Commons freely elected on universal franchise, or could be 
controlled from day to day by the opinion of a War Cabinet 
representing all parties in the State. 


GENERAL BROOKE TANGLES 


WITH MARSHAL STALIN 
Ae dinner proceeded there were many speeches and most 


| | ITHERTO we had assembled for our conferences or meals 


of the principal figures, including Molotov and General 

Marshall, made their contribution. But the speech which 
stands out in my memory came from General Brooke. I quote the 
account he was good enough to write for me: 


Half-way through the dinner the President very kindly pro- 
posed my health. . . . Stalin got up and said he would finish the 
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toast. He then proceeded to imply that I had failed to show real 
feelings of friendship towards the Red Army. . . . 

I had however seen enough of Stalin by then to know that 
if I sat down under these insults I should lose any respect he 
might ever have had for me, and that he would continue such 
attacks in the future. 

I therefore rose to thank the President most profusely for his 
very kind expressions, and then turned to Stalin in approximate 
ly the following words: 

“Now, Marshal, may I deal with your toast. I am surprised 
that you should have found it necessary to raise accusations 
against me that are entirely unfounded .... You will also re~ 
member that you yourself told us that in all your great offensives

your real intentions were always kept concealed from the outer 
world. You told us that all your dummy tanks and dummy aero- 
planes were always massed on those fronts that were of an imme- 
diate interest. . . . 

“Well, Marshal, you have been misled by dummy tanks and 
dummy aeroplanes, and you have failed to observe those feelings 
of true friendship which I have for the Red Army, nor have you 
seen the feelings of genuine comradeship which I bear towards 
all its members.” 


As this was translated by Pavlov, sentence by sentence, to 
Stalin I watched his expression carefully. It was inscrutable. 
But at the end he turned to me and said with evident relish, 
“] like that man. He rings true. I must have a talk with him 
afterwards.” 

At length we moved into the ante-chamber, and here everyone 
moved about in changing groups. As I moved around I saw Stalin 
in a small circle face to face with “Brookie,” as I call him. The 
General’s account continues: 


I went up to Stalin and told him how surprised I was, and 
grieved, that he should have found it necessary to raise such ac- 
cusations against me in his toast. He replied at once through Pav- 
lov, “The best friendships are those founded on misunderstand- 
ings,” and he shook me warmly by the hand. 


It must have been after two in the morning when we finally 
separated. I went to bed tired out but content, feeling sure that 
nothing but good had been done. It certainly was a happy birth- 
day for me. 

‘The next day the Big Three lunched together. Afterwards the 
President raised the question of Polish boundaries and said he 
hoped relations could soon be resumed between the Soviets and 
the Polish Government, then in exile in London. 
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'TALIN asked with what Government he would have to 
S negotiate. The Polish Government and their friends in 

Poland were in contact with the Germans. They killed 
the Partisans. Neither the President nor I could have any idea 
of what was now going on there. Russia, even more than other 
States, was interested in good relations with Poland, because for 
her it was a question of the security of her frontiers. Russia was 
in favour of the reconstruction, development, and expansion of 
Poland mainly at the expense of Germany. But he separated 
Poland from the Polish Government in exile. He had broken off 
relations with the Polish Government in exile because it had 
joined with Hitler in slanderous propaganda against Russia.

WHOSE CURZON LINE? 


ERE I said that it would be a great help if round that 
H very table we could learn what were the Russian ideas 

about the frontiers. Stalin said Soviet Russia adhered to 
the frontiers of 1939, for they appeared to be ethnologically the 
right ones. 

Eden asked if this meant the Ribbentrop-Molotov Line. 

“Call it whatever you like,” said Stalin. 

Molotoy remarked that it was generally called the Curzon Line. 

“No,” said Eden, “there are important differences.” 

Molotov said there were none. 

I then produced a map and showed the Curzon Line and the 
1939 line, and indicated also the line of the Oder. 

At this point the meeting broke into groups. There was a gen- 
eral gathering round my map and round a map which was pro- 
duced by the Americans, and it was difficult for the interpreters 
to take notes. 

Eden suggested that the Curzon Line was intended to pass to 
the east of Lvov. 

Stalin replied that the line on my map had not been drawn 
right, Lvov should be left on the Russian side. Molotov would 
get a map of the Curzon Line and a description of it. He said 
that he did not want any Polish population, and that if he found 
any district inhabited by Poles he would gladly give it up. 

I suggested that the value of the German land was much great- 
er than the Pripet Marshes. It was industrial and it would make 
a much better Poland. We should like to be able to say to the Poles 
that the Russians were right, and to tell the Poles that they must 
agree that they had had a fair deal. 

Here I made it clear that I was speaking for the British alone, 
adding that the President had many Poles in the United States 
who were his fellow-citizens. 

Stalin said again that if it were proved to him that any district 
were Polish he would not claim it, and here he made some shad- 
owing on the map west of the Curzon Line and south of Vilna, 
which he admitted to be mainly Polish. 

At this point the meeting again separated into groups, and 
there was a prolonged study of the Oder Line on a map. When 
this came to an end I said that I liked the picture, and that I 
would say to the Poles that if they did not accept it they would 
be foolish, and I would remind them that but for the Red Army 
they would have been utterly destroyed. I would point out to 
them that they had been given a fine place to live in, more than 
three hundred miles each way. 

Stalin said that it would indeed be a large, industrial State. 

“And friendly to Russia,” I interjected. 

Stalin replied that Russia wanted a friendly Poland. 

Molotov produced the Russian version of the Curzon Line, 
and a text of a wireless telegram from Lord Curzon giving 
all the place-names. I asked whether Molotoy would object 
to the Poles getting the Oppeln district. He said he did not 
think so. 

I said that the Poles would be wise to take our advice. I was 
not prepared to make a great squawk about Lvov. 

Roosevelt asked Stalin whether he thought a transfer of popu- 
lation on a voluntary basis would be possible. The Marshal said 
that probably it would be.

The discussion then turned to Finland. Mr. Churchill intro- 
duced the question of indemnities Russia might ask as a condi- 
tion of getting Finland out of the war. 


'TALIN said that he did not want money, but within, say, five 
S or eight years, the Finns would be well able to make good 
the damage they had done to Russia by supplying her with 
paper, wood, and many other things. He thought the Finns should 
be given a lesson, and he was determined to get compensation. 
I said I imagined that the harm the Finns did to Russia by 
their improper attack far exceeded what a poor country like Fin- 
land could supply. I added, “There is still ringing in my ears the 
famous slogan, ‘No annexations and no indemnities.”* Perhaps 
Marshal Stalin will not be pleased with me for saying that.” 
Stalin, with a broad grin, replied, “I have told you that I am 
becoming a Conservative.” 

The conversation then turned to territorial detail—Viborg 
(“Nothing doing about Viborg,” said Stalin), the Karelian Isth- 
mus, Hangé. “If the cession of Hangé presents a difficulty,” said 
Stalin, “I am willing to take Petsamo instead.” “A fair exchange,” 
said Roosevelt, 

Stalin said that, after all, allies could squeeze each other if they 
wanted to from time to time. But let the Finns live. The Finns 
might perhaps be given an opportunity to repay the damage they 
had done in, say, five to eight years. 

I said, “Experience shows that large indemnities do not work.” 

Stalin proposed to occupy a region of Finland if the Finns did 
not pay. 

“T have not yet,” I said, “been elected a Soviet commissar, but 
if I were I would advise against this. There are much bigger things 
to think about.” 

Stalin now asked, “Are there any other questions?” The Pres- 
ident replied, “There is the question of Germany.” 

Stalin said that he would like to see Germany split up. The 
President agreed, but Stalin suggested that I should object. 

I said that I did not object in principle. 

Roosevelt said that, so that there could be some discussion, 
he and his advisers had had a shot at a plan some three months 
before. This involved the dividing of Germany into five parts. 

Stalin, with a grin, suggested that I was not listening because

WHERE IS 


THE CURZON LINE? 


Low’s drawing depicts the battle of 
maps at the Teheran Conference on the 
question of a postwar border between 
Poland and the Soviet Union. The Brit- 
ish and the Russians agreed in princi- 
ple on the “Curzon Line” but disagreed 
on its exact location. This line takes its 
name from the British Foreign Secre- 
tary who first proposed it shortly after 
World War I. At that time the Poles 
were fighting the Communists who had 
succeeded the czars. In the drawing, 
Churchill and Eden are at left with a 
British map, arguing the British case 
against Stalin and Molotov with a Rus~ 
sian map. Roosevelt has advisers Hop- 
kins on his left, Harriman on his right. 


I was not inclined to see Germany split up. I said that I consid- 
ered that the root of the evil lay in Prussia, in the Prussian Army 
and General Staff. 

Roosevelt then explained his plan for splitting Germany into 
five parts. These five sections would be self-governing, but there 
were two more that would be governed by the United Nations: 
1) Kiel and its canal and Hamburg. 2) The Ruhr and the Saar. 

“Tf,” I said, “I might use the American idiom, I would say that 
the President has ‘said a mouthful.’ Mr. Roosevelt’s plan is a 
new one to me. In my opinion there are two things, one destruc- 
tive and the other constructive. I have two clear ideas in mind. 
First the isolation of Prussia. What is to be done to Prussia 
after that is only secondary. Then I would like to detach Bavaria, 
Wiirtemberg, the Palatinate, Saxony, and Baden. Whereas I 
would treat Prussia sternly, I would make things easier for the 
second group, which I should like to see work in with what I 
would call a Danubian Confederation. The people of these parts 
of Germany are not the most ferocious, and I should like to see 
them live tolerably, and in a generation they would feel differ- 
ently. South Germans are not going to start another war, and we 
would have to make it worth their while to forget Prussia. I do 
not much mind whether there are one or two groups.”” 

I asked Marshal Stalin whether he would be prepared to go 
into action on this front. Stalin said he would, but he preferred a 
plan for the partition of Germany—something like the Presi- 
dent’s plan, which was more likely to weaken Germany. When 
one had to deal with large masses of German troops one found 
them all fighting like devils, as the British and American armies 
would soon learn. The Austrians by themselves were different, 
and he described the way they surrendered. All Germans were 
the same. It was the Prussian officers that provided the cement. 
But fundamentally there was no difference between North Ger- 
mans and South Germans, for all Germans fought like fierce 
beasts. We should be careful not to include the Austrians in any 
kind of combination. Austria had existed independently, and 
could do so again. So also must Hungary exist independently. 
After breaking up Germany it would be most unwise to create 
new combinations, Danubian or otherwise. 

President Roosevelt agreed warmly. 

Stalin said that a Danubian combination would not be able to 
live, and the Germans would take advantage of this by putting 
flesh on something that was only a skeleton and thus creating a 
new great State. It was far better to break up and scatter the 
German tribes. Of course they would want to unite, no matter

how much they were split up. They would always want to reunite. 
In this he saw great danger, which would have to be neutralised 
by various economic measures, and in the long run by force if 
necessary. That was the only way to keep the peace. 

I asked Stalin if he contemplated a Europe of little States, all 
disjointed, with no larger units at all. 

He replied that he was speaking of Germany, not Europe. 


their end. Surveying the whole military scene, as we sepa- 

rated in an atmosphere of friendship and unity of immedi- 
ate purpose, I personally was well content. The political aspects 
were at once more remote and speculative. Obviously they de- 
pended upon the results of the great battles yet to be fought, and 
after that upon the mood of each of the Allies when victory was 
gained. It would not have been right at Teheran for the Western 
democracies to found their plans upon suspicions of the Russian 
attitude in the hour of triumph and when all her dangers were 
removed. The hope of the future lay in the most speedy ending 
of the war and the establishment of a World Instrument to pre- 
vent another war, founded upon the combined strength of the 
three Great Powers whose leaders had joined hands in friendship 
around the table. 

The supreme question of the treatment to be accorded to Ger- 
many by the victors could at this milestone only be the subject 
of “a preliminary survey of a vast political problem,” and, as 
Stalin described it, “certainly very preliminary.” We all deeply 
feared the might of a united Germany. Prussia had a great his- 
tory of her own. It would be possible, I thought, to make a stern 
but honourable peace with her, and at the same time to recreate 
in modern forms what had been in general outline the Austro- 
Hungarian Empire, of which Bismarck is supposed to have said, 
“If it did not exist it would have to be invented.” Here would be 
a great area in which not only peace but friendship might reign at 
a far earlier date than in any other solution. Thus a United Eu- 
rope might be formed in which all the victors and vanquished 
might find a sure foundation for the life and freedom of all their 
tormented millions. 

I do not feel any break in the continuity of my thought in this 
immense sphere. But vast and disastrous changes have fallen 
upon us in the realm of fact. The Polish frontiers exist only in 
name, and Poland lies quivering in the Russian-Communist grip. 
Germany has indeed been partitioned, but only by a hideous 
division into zones of military occupation. About this tragedy it 
can only be said “IT CANNOT LAST.”

“T'venever seen a brone rider who wasn'ta wild 
man,” said a rodeo promoter. “But then,” he 
added philosophically, “if he wasn’t a wild man 
he probably wouldn’t be a brone rider.” When 
Casey Tibbs was a boy on his father’s ranch near 
S.D., he made the horses pitch even, 
t want to, When his father com- 
plained, heran away from home to ride therodeo 
brones. "I figured,” he explains now, “that ro- 
deoing would be a lot easier than ranch work.” 
ey was certainly right on this last score, 
forheprohably earns more money forlessactual 
work than any other man in the world. In rodeo 
competition there are two kinds of brone rides, 
one made bareback and one made with a saddle. 
In the former the rider has to stay on for only 
eight seconds, in the latter for only 10 seconds. 
‘Two weeks ago in Omaha, for an entry fee of $35 
and 66 seconds of riding, Casey won prizemoney 
totaling $1,213. Two years ago, when he became 
the youngest cowboy ever to win the saddle 
brone championship, he earned $21,000. This 
year, having already taken part in 46 rodeos all 
over the U.S., he is the leading contender for 
both the bareback and saddle brone champion- 
ships and has won more than $23,000. 
Casey usually travels from rodeo to rodeo in 
a $4,000 C dillac which he drives on the high- 
at95mph. He likes to drink and stay up late. 
Unlike other professional athletes, he doesn’t 
have to worry about his physical condition. “I 
don't have to last 15 rounds like a boxer,” he ex- 
plains.

FTER his Giants won the opening game of the World Series, Man- 
ager Leo Durocher purredjlike a cat that has chomped up a fat mouse 
and knows where to find more. He had in his possession, he told news- 

men, a scouting report on the Yankees. “It’s great,” Leo exclaimed. 
“Never saw a report like it. It has everything—all the little details.” He 
had got it from the Brooklyn Dodgers, of all people, who had turned it 
over voluntarily after the Giants had knocked them out of the pennant. 
‘The report was dictated by Andy High, a Dodger scout who, along with 
another Dodger scout, had kept the Yankees under surveillance for a 
month. On this and the following pages, in High’s own words, is the Dodg- 
er report, which was the key to almost every Giant pitch in the World 
Series, helped them win two games and took care of everything except 
human error by the Giants. The Yankees won the Series but this intimate 
scout’s-eye view of their strengths and failings will provide big talk for 
next winter’s hot-stove league. 


FOLLOWING SCOUT’S TIP, PITCHER HEARN KEEPS BALL HIGH TO WOODLING 


GENE WOODLING, If 


FIELDING—He don’t throw well. It is fairly accurate but not 
strong. 


sPEED—Average speed but is not daring on bases. 


HITTING vs. RIGHT-HAND PITCHER—Would never give him 
a slowed-up curve ball or change of pace to hit. Move the fast 
ball in and out on him high.

SHAW EXPLAINED WHY HE NOW wi 


“WOULD NOT CUT BABY” 


When Saint Joan was given its world premiere by the Theatre Guiid in. 
1923, some audiences complained it was too long, so Director Theresa 
Helburn asked Shaw if he would consider cutting the play. Shaw re- 
(fused, but he thoughtfully sent this article to be printed in case business 
‘lacked off. Business got better and the article remained unpublished fos 
28 years. Now it is printed by Live asa memento of the late, great G.B.S. 


As there seems to beamisunderstanding in the New York press of my in- 
tention in writing Saint Joan, I had better make myself dlear. Iam sup- 
posed to have set myself the task of providing the playgoing public with 
a pleasant theatrical entertainment whilst keeping the working hours 
of professional critics within their customary limits; and it is accord- 
ingly suggested that I can improve the play vastly by cutting off a suffi- 
cient length from it to enable the curtain to rise at half past eight and 
descend finally at ten minutes to eleven. Certainly nothing could be eas- 
ier. In the popular entertainment business—if your cradle is too short 
for your baby, you can always cut down your baby to fit the cradle. 

But [ am not in the popular entertainment business, The sort of en- 
tertainment provided by the fate of Joan of Arc seems to be quite suffi- 
ciently looked after in the United States by the Ku Klux Klan and is all 
the more entertaining for bei »g the real thing instead of a stage shor 

As to the grievance of the professional critics, I, as an ex-critic, un- 
derstand it only too well. It is a hideous experience for a critic, when, 
at half past ten he has all the material for a good long notice, and is 
longing to go back to his newspaper office and write it at comparative 
leisure, to be forced to sit for another hour by that rival artist, the 
author, until all the leisure is gone and nothing but a hurried scramble 
to feed the clamouring compositors is possible. But the remedy for that 
is not to demand that the play shall be mutilated for the convenience 
of a score or two of gentlemen, who see it as their bread-winning jon 
on the first night only, but to combine, as other professional men do 
and establish the custom of beginning plays of full classical length an 
hour earlier on the first night 

So much for the n 
side, I am like all edu 


ide of the situation, As to the positive 
ted persons, intensely interested, and to some 
extent conscience-stricken, by the great historical case of Joan of Arc. 
I know that many others share that interest and that compunctic! 
and that they would eagerly take some trouble to have it made clear 
to them how it all happened. I conceive such a demonstration to be 
an act of justice for which the spirit of Joan, yet incarnate among us, 
is very telling; such a demonstration is intensely interesting to me; 
and the real protagonists of the drama, the Catholic church, the Hoty 
Roman Empire and the nascent Reformation, appeal to my imagina- 
tion and my intellect with a grip and fascination far beyond those ot 
Dick Dudgeon and General Burgoyne. When in the face of that claim 
of a great spirit for justice, and of a world situation in which we see 
whole peoples perishing and dragging us towards the abyss which has 
swallowed them, all for lack of any grasp of the political forces that 
move civilizations, I am met with peevish complaints that three hours 
or s0 is too long, and with petitions to cut the ca 
burning, and promises that if I adapt the play 
een months and make a fortune for me and the Theatre Guild, the 
effect is to make me seem ten feet high and the poor people ten inches, 
which is bad for my soul, and not particularly healthy for theirs. 

In theatres as elsewhere people must learn to know their places. 
When a man goes to church and does not like the service nor under- 
stand the doctrine he does not ask to have it changed to suit him: he 
goes elsewhere until he is suited. When he goes to a classical concert 
and is bored by Beethoven, he does not scream to the conductor for a 
fox-trot, and suggest that Beethoven should introduce a saxophone 
solo into the Ninth Symphony—he goes to the nearest hall where a 
jazz band is at work. I plead for equally reasonable behaviour in the 
theatre. Saint Joan is not for connoisseurs of the police and divorce 
drama, or of the languors and lilies and raptures of the cinema; and it 
is not going to be altered to suit them! It is right over their heads— 
they must either grow up to it or let it alone. Fortunately for me it 
interests and even enthralls serious people who would not enter an 
ordinary theatre if they were paid to and draws novices who have never 
crossed the threshold of a theatre in their lives—and were taught by 
their parents that it is the threshold of hell. However, even at the risk 
of a comprehensive insult to the general public of New York, I must 
add that the limitation of the audience to serious, intelligent and cul- 
tivated Americans means that Saint Joan must be regarded for the 
present as an Exceptional play for Exceptional people.
